Ju 3t no w Lo ng Beach has a stren­ 
uo us and so mewhat o riginal mayo r 
Chas. H. Windham by name. 
Wind­ 
ham is a business m an—an ex-railro ad 
m an—o ne o f the o riginal planners and 
pro mo ters o f Lo ng 
Beach s famo us 
inner harbo r, 
no w rapidly nearing 
co mpletio n. 
He regards his o ffice as 
he wo uld the presidency o f a great 
co rpo ratio n, with an actual paid-up 
invested capital o f fro m $40,000,000 to 
$50,000,000 and fro m 
20,000 to 25,000 
sto ckho lders — the 
pro perty 
o wners 
and vo ters o f Lo ng Beach. 
Every 
no w and then he calls a meeting Oi 
his sto ckho lders and repo rts and ex­ 
plains to them what their directo rs 
(the city co uncil o f Lo ng Beachl are 
do ing. 
Taxes have been 
pretty high in 
Lo ng Beach, and a sno rt time ago 
when Mayo r Windham pro po sed to 
pay the next year’s current expenses 
o f the city o n a 75 per cent tax rate, 
•the kno wing o nes raised their eye­ 
bro ws and anno unced that they were 
fro m Misso uri. 
It was tho ught that 
the mayo r was just a little o ptimistic. 
And so he may have been, but a care­ 
ful perusal o f the sho wing made o n 
the subject o f municipal expenses in 
the July number o f Success Magazine, 
may result in a revisio n o f the po pular 
idea o n this subject.

sho wn that the no rmal to wn o ught to 
be run witho ut taxes,

to mind Mayo r \\ indham s idea that 
Lo ng Beach is a $50,000,000 co rpo ra­ 
tio n, and that the mayo r and co uncil 
are merely its manager and bo ard o .

Speaking o f taking a to wn when it 
Is yo ung and befo re it has been ex­ 
plo ited, Fairho pe, Io wa, is po inted o ut 
as an instance o f what can be do ne. 
It was fo unded o n the principal ad­ 
vanced by Mayo r Windham, and after 
fo urieen years it "is thriving happily, 
we are to ld. It has three free scho o ls, 
a water system witho ut rates, a pub­ 
lic do ck, a free library witho ut a C ar­ 
negie fo undatio n, and a telepho ne sys­ 
tem with abso lutely no charges within 
the co unty! 
And all these things are furnished 
and paid fo r by the municipality, free 
o f any taxes to the peo ple o f the to wn, 
after paying the state and co unty 
taxes and after paying all the co sts 
o f administratio n and impro vements. 
Of co urse this to wn was o rganized 
a a plan specially adapted to the 
purpo se o f paying it3 way witho ut tax­ 
es, and the same results canno t be 
expected in to wns established o n the 
o ld lines. 
But the sho wing is that 
municipalities are needlessly taxed to 
an eno rmo us extent, and it is actually 
pro ved and demo nstrated that they 
co uld be self-sustaining. 
In New Yo rk there Is a waste o f 
$50,000,000 each year, which has to 
be made up by the tax payers. 
A 
to wn o f 4 ,5 00 inhabitants in Ontario 
is using instead o f selling its fran- 


chises, and nets $25 ,000 a year there­ 
fro m. 
And so , many ways are po int­ 
ed o ut to save as well as to make 
mo ney by which, it is claimed, taxes 
sho uld be no thing, and In so me cases ; 
dividends co uld be paid. 
There is no do ubt but that the cur- j 
rent manner 
o f running 
municipal j 
| go vernments co uld be greatly impro v- | 
ed upo n, and 
furthermo re 
that the j 
j item o f taxatio n is greatly affected 
I by the way the business is run. 
A j 
i business administratio n such as that 
furnished Lo ng Beach by Mayo r Wind­ 
ham and his co lleagues, will, if co n­ 
tinued fo r the next two years, un- 
do utedly illustrate this by further re­ 
ductio ns in taxatio n.
